torniinod at the end of nine days 
whether he is llJtoly to live or die. 

Delgado's vitality was mnch rorlucod 
by his exijerionces. He lay for 10 weeks 
in a thatched hut without medical at- 
tention. When his hiding place was 
discovered he was so weak that he could 
scarcely laove. He had no arms and no 
ammnnitibn. The commander or the 
squad was about to dispatch him with a 
machete, after asking him his name. 
One of the Spanish soldiers remembered 
that there was a reward of 200,000 
poRotas for the capture of Ricardo I3el- 
gado or Perido Delgado, suspected of bo 
ing filibustering agents in Florida 
They believed Harry Delgado to be one 
of these two and earned nim off to Ha 
vaua, where they expected to see him 
shot after lutvug Motived the Uood 
money. '

Washinoton, Jan. 8. — Tho roport 
that tho government intends to pro.se 
cuto the alleged filibuster, the Three 
Friends, and her olQoers on a charge of 
piracy is without foundation. Soon 
after the Three FMends retnmod from 
her last trip into Cuban waters, when 
she was said to have used lior guns on a 
Spanish cruiser, the oflicers of the de 
partniont of justice took occasion to look 
up the law OB the subject of piracy, and 
it is understood that it was found the 
weight of authorities on international 
law as applied to this country was 
largely against the theory that the ofii 
cers of a vessel in the situation of the 
Three Friends, even if it conldl^ shown 
that shots were fired at the l^iMiMl ves 
sel, coold b^ held as pirates. 

The aooiplod definition of the word 
pirate is one who is an enemy of all 
mankind — a highway robber on the 
seas. The fact, therefore, that the 
Three Friends fixed upon ^e vessel of 
•ndwe^ nwate is not, m tiie qmnlon of 
the offlculls of the department 3 jnstioe, 
sufficient wansnt fof idH^ agamit her 
as a pirate.

In 
anticipation 12.000 cars have been load- 
ed and stored.

Qae Convict For kiiiiuk Aoothor Must 

Die ua the «iaIlowi. 

Laportb, Ind., Jan. 8.— Heiuy Jones, 
the Indianapolis convict who was cm 
trial ia the St. Joseph oivonit oowt tor 
the murder of Bomm Thonae, was 

found guilty yesterday and sentenced to 

hang. 

Jones and Thomas wtiro fellow con- 
victs in the Michigan City prison. 
Thomas testified against Jones at the 
latter's trial, and Jones swore to take 
the life of his alleged persecutor. He 
watched his opportunity, and when the 
two were seated near each other in the 
chapel exercises on a Sunday in July 
Jones leaned over and stabbed his vic- 
tim to death. 

It developed at the trial that during a 
long career of crime Jones had already 
sacrificed three human lives. 

The hanging of Jones will be the first 
legal execution under the law requiring 
hangings to take place within the walls 
of astaioprlson.
